Subject to possible change of 
draft classification at t^he end of 
the current school year will be 218 
men with educational deferments 
who are listed with the Marin draft 
board, according to Mrs. Georgia 
Bryon, clerk of the board. 
Further deferment for the men 
will not be decided until reports of 
class standings are received by the 
board. Complete reports have not 
been in until'fuly or August in past 
years, but schools have been asked 
tc speed reports to the board this 
year, Mrs. Bryon added. 
Now registered with the local 
board are 65 classified 1SH (high 
school students), 14 with the sta­ 
tutory classification ISC (first year 
college) and 120 with the discre­ 
tionary classification 2F 
(second 
year college or higher). 
The classification 1SH terminates 
when the student reaches the age of 
20 or is graduated from high school, 
whichever occurs first. He is then 
classified 1A and remains so until 
he receives a notice of induction. 
At that time he may be reclassified 
If his grades indicate his standing 
as being in the upper half of his 
class. 
For further deferment, the stu 
dent must be in the upper two thirds 
during the second year; upper three 
quarters during the third year and 
upper half during the fourth year.

Union Expects Steel To 
Get Government Ruling 


WASHINGTON (m - CIO presi­ 
dent Philip Murray said today the 
steelworkers union “expects the 
government will impose on this in­ 
dustry the recommendations of the 
Wage Stabilirition Board. 
He denied, at the same time, a 
steel Industry charge that Presi­ 
dent Truman’s seizure of the indus­ 
try eight days ago was a political 
payoff from Truman to the CIO. 
Murray’s steelworkers have ac­ 
cepted the wage 
board’s 
recom­ 
mendations, but the industry re­ 
fused and the union was set for a 
strike when the government stepped 
in and took charge of the mills. 
"We are not going to further 
compromise our position 
in this 
matter,” the union leader told a 
National Press dub luncheon. 
Before he spoke, there were al­ 
ready reports that the government 
waa about ready to grant the union 


a wage increase. Whether the grant 
would be the same as the wage 
board recommended, remained to be 
seen. 
Clarence Randall, president of 
Inland Steel, had flung the politi­ 
cal pay-off accusation in an indus­ 
try reply to the presidential an­ 
nouncement of seizure. 
“A .blasphemous 
lie," retorted 
Murrey today. He said he had “no 
understanding with any president” 
and it was “reprehensible that a 
man who takes pride in God, his 
citizenship and his country should 
be attocked this way.” 
Murray amused the Industry of 
trying to “crette strikes and dis­ 
turbances.”

.Greyhound Offer Calls For 
Thorough Study By Experts MATTER OF FACT 


Ai represented by Greyhound President Fred 
W. Ackerman his offer to dispose of his fran­ 
chise and his buses to Marin county for public 
ownership and operation seems like a “good 
deal.** 
He admits, in effect, that his company has 
not been able to make ends meet financially on 
the Marin commute operation, but he notes 
that public ownership would “save" $112,000 
worth of taxes which his private company now 
must pay annually. This $112,000 saving plus 
a ‘‘substantial** reduction in the annual bridge 
toll bill of $152,000 per year would put the 
operation in the black-assuming that costs re­ 
mained constant and there were no changes in 
the service rendered. The substantial toll re­ 
duction, 1» says, must be “at least 50 per cent** 
It would be ^easier for a public agency to per­ 
suade the bridge directorate to make this cut 
than it would for Greyhound, he says, and he 
is probably correct although persuading the 
bridge board to cut tolls is not easy for anybody. 
So the picture up to this point seems a rosy 
one. We vote a transportation or public utili­ 
ties district (probably county-wide) into ex­ 
istence. Then we vote some bonds-$50,000 to 
purchase the buses plus an additional amount 
to provide operating cash, etc. We persuade the 
Golden Gate bridge directors that they should 
cut commute bus tolls “at least 50 per cent.“ 
And, presto, we are in the bus business much to 
everybody’s satisfaction. 


But will it work that way? 
In the first place, who services and repairs 
the buses and where? Mr. Ackerman says he and 
his company will help us with that problem for 
awhile, but we must face the fact that sometime 
we will have to find a site, build a building, in­ 
stall equipment and get into the business of 
servicing and repairing the buses if we are to 
stay in the business of operating a bus sen ice. 
Then there is the problem of inefficient 
management which many of us fear is inherent 
in a government operated business. Also, these 
buses are more than 10 years old. Although 
they have been rebuilt recently, they still won’t 
last forever. And they cost $18,000 each to re­ 
place. (That means if you replace two a* 
month-at $36,000 per month-it would take 
four years and two months to replace all 100 
of them; and it would cost a toul of $1,800,000) 
There are a good many other questions to be 
answered and problems to meet if this “good 
deal** is to prove as good as it is represented. 
We don’t know what the solution is. We don’t 
know anybody who does know. 
But we don’t have to throw up our hands and 
flip a coin to decide if we should accept Mr. 
Ackerman’s offer. 
It is quite apparent that what Marin county 
needs at this point is a thorough-going survey 
of the situation by competent experts. 
Ackerman, himself, has suggested this. Coun­ 
ty Auditor Leon DeLisle has endorsed the idea, 
observing that such a study would “point the 
way.“ 
Even Supervisor William D. Fusselman has

indicated qualified support for the idea of a 
survey. He said he thinks District Attorney' R. 
M. Sims and Auditor DeLisle should be asked 
to make the study and authorized to employ 
whatever expert assistance they may need. 
We think a wiser procedure would be to hire 
an eminent transportation engineer to make 
the survey and authorize him to call on Sims 
and DeLisle for whatever help they might be 
able to give. 
.What would this sarvcy be aimed at determ­ 
ining? 
It seems to us that it should delve into the 
facts and figures of commuter bus operations to 
show us (I) if operation by a private concern 
(presumably a firm other than Greyhound) 
could possibly be financially feasible and (3) if 
private operation is not feasible, whether public 
ownership and operation could operate “in the 
black.“ 
Let’s not accept or reject Ackerman’s offer 
without a thorough and competent study of the 
situation. The problem is too complicated and 
the stakes are too high to decide on the basis of 
politics or emotions. 
Let’s foot the bill for a competent survey and 
get the full facts before us.

Be Producing Atom 


Weapons In Quantity 


By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON - The world* 
first hydrogen bomb will be tested 
by the United Sates within the 
next few months. 
According to 
present plana the place of the test 
will be Eniwetok, In the Pacific, 
and the time will probably be Sep­ 
tember, 
This new installment from Pan­ 
dora’s Bax of science is not (one 
must thank Ood) the terrible wea­ 
pon, one thousand 
times more 
powerful than the destroyer of 
Hiroshima, which scientists en­ 
visioned at the beginning of die 
experimental process. It is a spe­ 
cies of compromise, In which the 
two heavy isitopes of hydrogen, 
tritium and deuterium, will in­ 
crease the force of a conventional 
nuclear explosion. 


ACCORDING TO INFORMED 
forecasts, the new bomb will have 
an explosive power of between 300 
and 300 kilotons. In other words, 
it will be ten to fifteen times more 
powerful than the original Hiro­ 
shima bomb, btft only about two to 
two-and-one-half 
times 
more 
powerful than the most advanced 
nuclear weapon previously tested, 
at Eniwetok last year. 
If these 
forecasts are correct, the new bomb 
will be capable of devastating an 
area of approximately fifty square 
miles—which means one hit to a 
great city—-as against eight square 
miles for the Hiroshima bomb— 
which mean five to eight hits for a 
megalopolis. 
If there is any consolation at 
all in these macabre statistics, it 
lies In the fact that they are not 
much more stupendous. In truth, 
the oncoming explosion of this gew 
hydrogen bomb is probably less 
important news, for the long run, 
than the growing scientific opin­ 
ion that the explosion of the true 
hydrogen super-bomb will never 
take piece at all. 


NO DOUBT THE POWER of the 
hydrogen bomb that has now been 
built can be rather considerably 
increased in later models. But, ac­ 
cording to reliable information, it 
lacks the most important charac­ 
teristics of the originally envision­ 
ed 
true hydrogen 
super-bomb. 
These were, very simply, limitless 
size and power. 
The theory of the hydrogen su­ 
per-bomb is still considered to be 
completely sound. 
If you can use 
the heat of nuclear fission to trig­ 
ger the successive fusion of tritium 
and deuterium, you can still build 
a bomb that will blow up a nation 
or the world. 
But In order to 
do this, you must construct a bomb 
mechanism which will hold to­ 
gether for a good many micro­ 
seconds during the terrible initial, 


\ 


trigger explosion, and the vhfw la 
gaining ground that this kind of 
bomb mechanism simply cannot be 
constructed from the poor, frail 
materials available on this planet. 


WHAT 
ALL THIS 
MEANS, 
shorn of its technicalities, Is that 
the problem of atomic energy win 
only grow a little bigger and a 
little more terrifying, when the 
new hydrogen bomb has been satis­ 
factorily tested. Thers is at least a 
shred of good cheer in the thought 
that the problem is unlikely to get 
absolutely out of hand, as tt would 
if any Insane ruler could produce 
a world-destroying weapon in order 
to repeat Hitler’s “twilight of the 
gods” on an even larger scale. 
This shred of good cheer Is not 
very much to cling to, however, if 
the implications of th enext test at 
Eniwetok are at all seriously pon­ 
dered. Unfortunately, while scien­ 
tific opinion now tends to rule out 
the true hydrogen super-bomb, it 
is also tending towards a radical 
revision of estimates of Russian 
atomic progress. One of the great 
spurs to this second tendency has 
been, undoubtedly, the spreading 
knowledge among scientists of the 
American success with the new 
weapon herein reported. 


THE BASIC REASONING of the 
scientists is simple enough. The 
American organization, both for 
atomie research and for weapons 
design, is cumbersome and slow- 
moving. 
Yet It has gone from 
success to unforeseen success at a 
speed surpassing all expectations. 
“If we can do this much,” the 
scientists sre 
saying in 
effect, 
“then tt stands to reason that the 
Soviets are also surpassing former 
expectations. 
And 
that, meant 
they may have more atomic power 
today, and may acquire a poten­ 
tially decisive atomic stockpile 
much sooner in the future, than 
any of us at first thought pos­ 
sible.” 
For these reasons, the whole vast 
problem of atomie policy requires 
far closer attention than it has 
been getting. 
Thinking 
about 
atomic policy has been shirked by 
everyone In America, simply be­ 
cause doing so means peering into 
such awe-inspiring abysses. 
But 
this shirking is no longer good 
enough if a potential enemy may 
soon possess the atomie power to 
cripple or 
destroy the 
United 
States. 


IF THAT POSSIBILITY genu­ 
inely exists—and no die can give 
a sound opinion except the of­ 
ficial leaders of the government— 
the facts had better be faced. The 
people had better be told about it. 
And the alternatives had better be 
examined, no matter how dread­ 
ful they may be.

CORPORATION ASSETS ARE

W. Buge, of the Controller Insti­ 
tute’s management ami control 
committee, despite the finding re­ 
cently of the Securities and Ex­ 
change commission that working 
capital is at a record high. 
So 
are many other business statistics: 
sales totals, tax payments, plant 
expansion expenditures—all a mat­ 
ter of big money totals. 
Buge. who is controller of the 
Bernard in Bottle Cap Co., Evans­ 
ville, Ind., reports that current as­ 
sets of all corporations now are 
no longer double current liabilities, 
“the hallowed and time-honored 
test of a well-managed business.”

(I recall riding 
one of them on a rainy day, when 
cigarette butts and odds and ends 
floated gaily back and forth as the 
bus rocked, and everyone edged 
away from the streams dripping 
down the leaky window sills.) 
2. Just exactly how do they come 
out on the strike by the Union, 
regardless of who owns the sys­ 
tem?* Somehow the drivers and 
machinists, etc., have to be got 
back to work before the buses run 
again? What assurance have the 
commuters that any settlement 
short of bankruptcy or further tax­ 
ation will satisfy the demands of 
the workers? ANB-WHO’S GON­ 
NA FOOT THAT BILL? 
3. Remember back when the fer­ 
ries and trains were dispensed with 
at the request of the bus company 
anfi its proponents? Wen, if they 
thought it that good, and traffic 
and fares have increased, why do 
they suddenly#want to give away a 
wonderful franchise for nothing? 
That has an odor reminiscent of 
old “molasses lake” down by the 
distillery In Sausalito. 


4. Hasn’t it occurred to any of 
the supervisors, or commuters to 
take a real good look at the pecu­ 
liar results that have come of 
Municipal ownership of the street 
ears and bus lines in San Fran­ 
cisco? Plus the extra costs to the 
taxpayers? (Or, don’t we have 
“conscious” taxpayers in Marin 
county? Might, be, it* the wonder­ 
ful air over here!) 
5. If this thing is such a won­ 
derful buy, I’m game. If they ran 
show where an investment of 
»50,000 in buses, plus probably an­ 
other »50.000 for starting operat­ 
ing expenses will pay off, Tm will­ 
ing to Join one or two hundred 
other citizens of Marin (and 171 
bet, if it is a sound investment 
you can easily get that many to­ 
gether in a hurry) and put up »500 
for initial stock in a privately 
owned and operated bus company. 
Why add tt to the tax bill, and to 
the inconsistencies of publicly op­ 
erated transportation, if It Is a 
SOUND, MONEY MAKING in­ 
vestment? There i* plenty of non­ 
working private capital available. 
The catch, of course, is that in 
PRIVATELY 
owned 
enterprise, 
there must be dividends, and I 
strongly suspect this is a fish that* 
laid around too long the Grey­ 
hound is trying to sell to our 
COUNTY. 
The tax payers in Marin county 
better wake up, or they are apt 
to be sold down the river.
